DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15-19, and 22 are allowed subject to the Examiner's Amendment 
described below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 

additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Peter Rashid (Reg. No. 39,464) on 10/10/2011. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 

Amend claim 17 as follows: 

Claim 17. A system for multi-objective portfolio optimization for use in investment 
decisions based on competing objectives and a plurality of constraints constituting a 
portfolio problem, the system comprising: 
a computing device: 
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a population generation portion , executed by the computing device, for generating 
that generates an initial population of solutions of portfolio allocations, the population 
generation portion systematically generating the initial population of solutions to 
substantially cover a portfolio configuration space having a plurality of dimensions 
defined by the competing objectives, the population generation portion including a range 
value generation portion for varying values of the competing objectives over a range of 
each competing objective, and a linear program portion, for solving a linear program, for 
each of the Unear constraints, multiple times by setting a weight vector equal to one of 
the linear constraints and a randomly generated vector; 

an efficient frontier portion , executed by the computing device, and including a 
first processing portion for performing a first multi-objective process based on the initial 
population and the competing objectives to generate a first interim efficient frontier in the 
portfolio performance space having at least three dimensions, and a second processing 
portion for performing a second multi-objective process based on the initial population 
and the competing objectives to generate a second interim efficient frontier in the 
portfolio performance space; and 

a fusion portion , executed by the computing device, for fusing the first interim 
efficient frontier with the second interim efficient frontier to create a fused efficient 
frontier for use in investment decisions. 



Amend claim 22 as follows: 

In the preamble insert "non-transitory" before "computer readable medium" 
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Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The closest prior art that the examiner has been able to locate is Zitzler ("Comparison of 
Multiobjective Evolutionary Algorithms: Empirical Results"). 

7. Zitzler discloses the systematic comparison of various evolutionary approaches to 
multiobjective test functions using six test functions. By investigating different features, it is 
possible to predict the kinds of problems to which certain techniques are not well suited. The 
experimental results indicate a hierarchy of the algorithms under consideration (see abstract). 
Zitzler at 6.1 (pp. 181-182) discloses comparing eight algorithms (RAND, FFGA, NPGA, 
HLGA, VEGA, NSGA, SOEA, SPEA) with six proposed test functions. Zitzler at 6.2 (pp. 182- 
188) discloses the simulation results for each of the test functions with the eight algorithms. The 
simulation results prove that multiobjective EA's do better than the random search algorithm. 
Zitzler at 6.2 (p. 182) discloses that "the outcomes of the first five runs were unified, and then the 
dominated solutions were removed from the union set. 

8. While Zitzler is similar to the instant application in many respects, there are clear 
patentable differences. For example, independent claims 1, 17, and 22, require that the first 
interim efficient frontier have at least 3 dimensions. In contrast, Zitzler teaches restricting to 
only two objectives in order to investigate the simplest case first. Additionally, while Zitzler 
discloses that the outcomes of the first five runs were unified, it also discloses that the dominated 
solutions were removed from the union set. As such, Zitzler does not disclose fusing first and 
second efficient frontiers to create a fused frontier in the manner claimed by the independent 
claims.
